her presence in Egypt is necessary to protect the 
European community th:rc, and as a safeguard 
of humanity and civilization. Humanity and 
civi'jzation'are words that have been pretty well 
exploited: It En land has the courage of her 
opinions, then let her capture Khartoum and rule 
Feypt ‘and North Aftica’as she does India, or 
else let her, get out of it altogether, Let the 
Egyptinns stew in their own juice, let France, 
Russia or [taly have their little game in Egypt, 
but at least do not let England do the dog in 
the manger.”
